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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 17 January 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Greenbowe (US Patent 1,330,802) in view of Sawyer (US Patent 3,066,685). 

Greenbowe'802 discloses a device that contains a pressing portion having first 
and second extensions (A) including a ring-like hole (B) (see Figure 6). The distance 
between the first and second extensions gradually decreases towards the distal ends of 
the extensions and the distance between the first and second extensions is always 
smaller than the maximum internal diameter of the ring-like hole. 
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Greenbowe'802 does not disclose that the bottom of the pressing portion is 
convex curved nor does Greenbowe'802 disclose a holder. 

Sawyer'685 teaches that it is known to modify hairpins to be convex curved 
(Figure 2) in order to aid in holding hair (column 2, lines 20-28). Further, Sawyer'685 
teaches a holder (28, 14, 28) for inserting the hairpin into the hair (column 1 , lines 52- 
55). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the hairpin 
taught by Greenbowe'802 by making it convex curved, as taught by Sawyer'685 in order 
to aid in holding hair and it would have been obvious to provide Greenbowe'802 with a 
holder in order to provide something to hold while placing the hairpin into the hair. 

Claim 2: Greenbowe'802 teaches grooves and protrusions on the inner surfaces 
of the protrusions (see Figures 1 or 2). 

Claim 6: Sawyer'802 teaches ball-shaped balls (near tips 16) that are capable of 
use as a massage ball on a portion of the holder. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Greenbowe'802 in view of Sawyer'685, as applied to Claim 1, in further view of 
Kucewicz (US Patent 1,451,397). 

Greenbowe'802 in view of Sawyer'685 teach the limitations of Claim 5, except for 
the use of an auxiliary grip. 

Kucewicz'397 teaches the use of an auxiliary grip (8) that extends from a hairpin 
because this provides a more substantial gripping portion that allows the user to not 
interfere with the hair while placing the hairpin. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the device taught by Greenbowe'802 in view of 
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Sawyer'685 with an auxiliary grip in order to provide a more substantial grip that allows 
the user to not interfere with the hair while the pin is being placed.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 2, 5 and 6 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
